By this statement, I give notice 
to Facebook it is strictly forbidden to disclose, 
copy, distribute, or take any other action 
against me based on this profile and/or its 
contents. The content of this profile is private 
and confidential information. The violation 
of privacy can be punished by law (UCC 
1-308-11308-103 and the Rome Statute). 
NOTE: Facebook is now a public entity. All 


members must post a note like this. If you pre¬ 
fer, you can copy and paste this version. If you 
do not publish a statement At least once it will 
be tactically allowing the use of your photos, as 
well as the information contained in the pro¬ 
file status updates. DO NOT SHARE. You 
MUST copy and paste. 

Now it's official! It has been published 
in the media. Facebook has just released the 
entry price: £5.99 to keep the subscription of 
your status to be set to “private”. If you paste 
this message on your page, it will be offered 
free (I said paste not share) if not tomorrow, 
all your posts can become public. Even the 
messages that have been deleted or the photos 
not allowed. After all, it does not cost any¬ 
thing for a simple copy and paste. 

Quite the read, this seems to make 
the rounds at least once a year.

it has happened twice. Someone posts this 
and, without hesitation, someone else is copying 
and pasting the post, thinking it’ll give him or 
her some sort of legal protection. If a Facebook 
post keeps you from having information released 
and can protect you from legal troubles, well I can 
think of better posts than a privacy post. After all, 
this is SOCIAL media. The fact that people want 
some sort of privacy on a public social platform 
is ironic. 

So let’s break down the post and see why so 
many people will, without question, copy and paste 
this status. It starts rather innocent that someone 
was watching channel 11 news. Well, which chan¬ 
nel 11? When call letters are not present for a news 
station, that’s an immediate red flag. Most people 
will put the letters, for example KYTX CBS 19, 
because they want to feel a sense of community.

Lanyard Polic

Ornelas residents warned of fines

Bags and boxes of trash 
flowed from of a trash can block¬ 
ing the walkway with a disgusting 
barrier students must step around. 

Every resident of Orne¬ 
las B building received an email 
warning them that, if the com¬ 
mon trash cans were continued to 
be used for the disposal of room 
trash, they would receive a com¬ 
munity fine, —meaning every 
resident guilty or not would get 
fined. 

Joseph Talbot, area coor¬ 
dinator for the Ornelas Complex, 
sent an email to the residents 
stating, “This is a friendly remind¬ 
er that all room trash must be 
thrown away in the trash dump¬ 
sters located on the north end of 


the buildings. If this issue persists, 
and residents continue to leave 
room trash in these containers, 
we will begin issuing community 
fines to the entire building.” 

Residential Life and 
Housing could add a minimum 
$5 fine to the students account 
if the problem persists, but many 
students disagree with this logic. 

“I was guilty of it too,” 
said Laine Lassntar, Ornelas 
resident. “Not like big TV boxes 
like everyone eke, but I thought 
wanting to fine us was a little 
ridiculous. Like, I get they had to 
do something about it, but fining 
an entire building because one 
trash can is over filling seems a bit 
rash.” 

Lassntar believe this fine 
is really unfair to students who do 
take their trash to the dumpster 


like they’re supposed to. 

“We walk our lazy [butts] 
out to the trash can every single 
day to take our trash out,” said 
Sadie Martin, Ornelas resident. 
“And for people to leave [stuff] 
messy like they’re third graders 
is messed up and everyone else 
is suffering for it. When there’s 
cameras everywhere, why can’t 
they just check and see who is do¬ 
ing it?” 

According to the resi¬ 
dence hall handbook, under the 
trash section, “trash that is not 
disposed of correctly will be 
searched to locate contents which 
can identify the owner who will 
then be charged a $25 per bag 
fine.”

Possible new technology could 
reduce time wasted for roll call

One growing concern for some students at TJC is 
that teachers calling roll at the beginning of each class 
takes too much time away from the educational part of 
class. In fact, at a Student Senate meeting on Sept. 8, 
Pauline Gatabazi, a TJC student, brought it to the Sen¬ 
ate’s attention, stating that she feels like there is too much 
wasted time. “It’s very annoying because sometimes you 
can’t hear [the teacher] when they call roll,” said Gatabazi. 

“[Card scanners] are something we have discussed 
over the last year,” said Rick Besch, the Executive Direc¬ 
tor of the TJC Information Technology (IT) department. 

On the agenda is the plan to install either card swipe 
technology, card “tap” technology or proximity readers at 
each classroom doorway. Card swipes would be just like 
the card swipe you see at any cashier counter (at restau¬ 
rants, grocery stores, etc.). Card “tap” technology would 
mean that the students would simply have to touch their 
ID to the reader to be counted on attendance. The last 


option on the list is the proximity readers which would 
add the students onto attendance as soon as they walk 
through the door. 

With the new technology, they will also be institut¬ 
ing more advanced ID cards. The new ones will look the 
same as the old cards except that they’ll have a proximity 
chip imbedded in them. Since the chips will only have the 
students’A-number on it, there will be no way that hack¬ 
ers would be able to cause any harm if they were to pick 
up the cards’ information through proximity. 

Over the course of the next two years, the IT de¬ 
partment will be periodically installing the necessary new 
forms of technology in each building. 

The price of the project is still unknown, but tuition 
will not likely be affected by it. “Installing a [proximity 
reader] above one door could cost anywhere from $500 
to $2,000,” stated Larry Mendez, the chief information 
officer. 

Although advancements like this are still a few years 
away, it will be a big step in the progress of TJC as a 
whole.

Prepare yourself, 
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White House proposes changes to FASFA

Last month The White 
House announced that they 
would be making changes to 
the Free Application for Fed¬ 
eral Student Aid (FAFSA) 
making the application easier 
and shorter than the original 
153 questions that are cur¬ 
rently on the application. 

"There are two major 
changes coming out,” said 
Devon Wiggins, director of 
financial aid at TJC. “The 
2017/18 FAFSA will be actu¬ 
ally available to students much 
earlier than in the past. Instead 
of January first, it will be avail¬ 
able October first.” 

One of the major changes 
will be that students will be 
able to file earlier and, accord¬ 
ing to Wiggins, in order to do 
that they had to make a change 
to what tax data the students 
use on the FAFSA. 

“Instead of using prior 
year tax data they will be using 
prior-prior year. For 2017/18 
they’ll be using their 2015 tax 
return rather than twenty six¬ 
teen.” 

In a report released by the 
White House, not only did 
participants who were selected 
to receive assistance with a 
simplified form complete the 
FASFA at higher rates, but 
they were more likely to enroll 
in college. 

The Department of Edu¬ 
cation has begun improving 
the FASFA on the Web form 
through enhanced “skip logic” 
which tailors the form to indi¬ 
vidual students so they no lon¬ 
ger need to answer questions 
that are irrelevant to them. As 


a result, students will be pre¬ 
sented with fewer screens and 
fewer questions, according to 
the report. 

Some of the first improve¬ 
ments were implemented in 
2009. Those improvements 
include: men over 26 are no 
longer asked if they wish to be 
registered for the selective ser¬ 
vice since they are not required 
to do so, and students who are 
at least 24 or married, who are 
automatically exempt from 
providing their parents’ finan¬ 
cial information, are now able 
to skip 11 questions used only 
to determine whether parental 
information is necessary. 

Students agree that a 
shorter and easier application 
is needed. 

“Simpler is always bet¬ 
ter,” said Davis Domingue, a 
UT-Tyler student. “If i’m ever 
in the situation where I need 
money for college, that would 
be great for me.” 

According to Wiggins, 
TJC may have to make some 
small changes to get ready for 
the new FAFSA changes com¬ 
ing. 

“We typically begin FAF¬ 
SA processing in March or 
April for a FAFSA that comes 
out in January,” Wiggins said. 
“We’re going to push that up 
further, so we’ll probably start 
processing in December or 
January rather than March or 
April. To do that, TJC’s going 
to have to make sure that our 
academic calendar is set early 
enough that we can set up the 
financial aid processing that 
quickly.” 

The Apache Pow Wow 
reached out the the White 
House for comment, but as of 
now, no word has been sent. 


email, community fines are mentioned 
under damages — not trash. “In common ar¬ 
eas, if it is not possible to charge the damage 
of College property to a specific individual(s), 
the charges will be divided evenly among the 
members of the floor or hall (depending on 
where the damage occurred),” is found under 
damages. The key word being damages, which 
the handbook defines as “any loss and/or 
damage to their assigned space and TJC sup¬ 
plied furnishings, beyond normal wear and 
tear. 

This handbook is given to all of the 
residents and upheld by the RAs, but this 
community fine only fits if there is “damage”, 
according to the text. 

Aukse Harris, assistant director of 
Residential Life and Housing says that trash 
is a damage and not only that, but a damage 
to the community. 

“Big bag in the road full of trash,” 
said Harris, talking about a recent walk down 
Baxter. “..Somebody just took and threw it 
in the road. Can you imagine doing that? 

You think there is some invisible hand that 
will come out and slap you for doing that but 
there are people who have no problem doing 
that.” 

Harris says that when she finds trash 
and sees it herself, she gives charge sheets to 
students for it. 

“I do attach pictures,” said Harris. “I 
don’t believe in that, but apparently the way 
students are here. Their moral compass is so 
out of whack that I do take picture to protect 
the college, protect the department and to 
protect me. Which I think is pathetic because 

I have to waste expensive ink to print them 

, » 

out. 

Harris said that trash could get so 
bad, she will charge up to $15 a student. Har¬ 
ris said many students have had to talk to her 
about these charges over the years and she 
gives them an alternative option. 

“I have students come to me and 
I say 'here’s the thing, go to your floor, to 
your building, you know who’s doing this. 
Have a meeting, civilized meeting, a civilized 
confrontation and make these people take re¬ 
sponsibility and I will take everyone’s charge 


off their accounts and only charge those 
people,”’ said Harris. Not once has a student 
taken this option. 

Harris says she has half a dozen 
people talking to her right now and none of 
them have done anything to get the charge 
off. 

Though the handbook doesn’t specify 
this community charge, the housing contract 
does say “when damages or conditions requir¬ 
ing special cleaning occur in public areas and 
the person responsible cannot be identified, 
the residents of the building may be required 
to reimburse TJC for repair, replacement, 
and/or cleaning charges.” 

The housing contract is a document 
that every student must sign before living on 
campus. 

“I think it’s not fair. They should just check 
the cameras,” said Destiny Mays, Ornelas 
resident.

TJC theatre presents “Anne of 
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the Thousand Days”

The story of Anne Boleyn has 
more elements to it than just the 
tragedy of her death. 

“I don’t want it to be a story 
about her death. I want it to be a 
story about her life,” said Denise 
Weatherly-Green, director of the 
upcoming play, “The fact that 
these two [Ann Boleyn and Hen¬ 
ry VIII] gave the world Elizabeth 
— he may have had his faults and 
he may have had a very tyrannous 
reign; however, through his quest 
to have a boy, they gave the world 
Elizabeth the first, who is prob¬ 
ably the most popular monarch 
who ever ruled.” 

Though there have been 
many challenges putting the pro¬ 
duction together, the overall result 
is the experience that the actors 
cant wait to give to the audience. 

“I’m expecting there to be 
quite a bit of people who think 
they know a lot of the story but 
come in and learn that there’s a 
lot deeper meaning to why things 
happened,” said actor Walker 
Delk, who plays the character 



Mark Smeateon. Delk believes 
that the “two most amazing parts 
is the storyline and the believabil- 
ity of it.” 

The music for the play also 
has a unique touch. Music Profes¬ 
sor, Frank Kimlicko composed the 
sheet music used throughout the 
entire play by adding notes to the 
original lyrics. Professor Weath¬ 
erly-Green also has special ties to 
Thousand Days. 

“I did this show when I was 
in college and costumed it. Its 
always appealed to me as one I 
would like to direct someday, so, 
25 years later, I’m directing,” said 
Weatherly-Green. 

Thus past admiration and ea¬ 
gerness to have her students do a 
classical piece led to the selection 
of Thousand Days. 

Like most theatrical cases, 
there have been numerous dif¬ 
ficulties while trying to organize 
Thousand Days. Mixed dialogue 
of classical and contemporary 
language, heavy costumes early in 
the season and attempts to under¬ 
stand the era all add to the weight 
of production. However, past the 
hardships, there is an appreciation. 


“Its amazing to think how 
we re still dealing with their prob¬ 
lems,” said Delk. 

The most well known history 
about Anne and King Henry VIII 
is hardly ever seen as pleasant, but 
it’s the story of their romance and 
relationship that Thousand Days 
wishes to tell. 

“There’s many times where 
even the scenes are going on but 
it becomes more of a duet be¬ 
tween Anne and Henry, even 
though other people are there,” 
said Weatherly-Green. “Beyond 
his [King Henry VIII] tyrannous 
reign, he gave us so much of the 
foundations of society, and he 
birthed the middle class in Eng¬ 
land.”

Traditions and Alumni - homecon

The big homecoming game is coming up 
— spirits are high, and every ear on campus is be¬ 
ing filled with the sound of a constant drumbeat. 

The tradition of the drumbeat started in 
1948 and has been going on consecutively ever 
since. Legend has it, if the drum never stops beat¬ 
ing before the kickoff of the homecoming game, 
the Apache Football Team will win. 

Don Fraser, director of Alumni Affairs at 
TJC, is well versed on the history of the drum¬ 
beat. 

“Only a couple times have we allowed 
it to stop. The first time we allowed it to stop it 
actually ended up raining, hailing and thundering 
during the entire game. We didn't actually lose, 
but it took six hours to play that game. So a lot of 
people blame that on the fact that we didnt keep 
the drum beat going,” said Fraser. 

When the tradition initially started, the 
drumbeat lasted for only 48 hours. Now, it lasts 


the entire week of homecoming. 

“It was started by the Apache Belle Guard, 
a spirit organization that we have on campus. The 
organization used to be 30 to 35 men on campus, 
and their job was to build school spirit. This was 
just one of the things they came up with,” said 
Fraser. 

From the time the drumbeat kicks off at 
noon on Monday, until the kickoff of the football 
game on Saturday, the drum will have been beat¬ 
en for just over 120 straight hours. This is possible 
because of all the student organizations on cam¬ 
pus. Each organization is responsible for signing 
up for shifts to keep the drumbeat going, whether 
that be in the middle of the day or the middle of 
the night. 

TJC graduate Taylor Griffin signed up for 
the midnight shift once. Due to some compli¬ 
cations, rather than beating the drum for just an 
hour, she beat it for seven whole hours that night. 

“That was one of my all-time favorite TJC 
memories because thats where I got to know 
some of my lifelong best friends. Had it not been 


for that night, we wouldn't have been as close as 
we are now,” said Griffin. 

Students who aren't involved in an organi¬ 
zation, as well as members of the community, can 
also sign up to beat the drum — Even faculty and 
staff sign up. 

Marian Jackson, director of the Learning 
Resource Center at TJC, is also very knowledge¬ 
able on TJC traditions and lore. She remembers 
the drumbeat back when she was a student at 

TJC. 

“When I was a student here, I beat the 
drum for an hour one time. I decided it was a 
good thing I played the trumpet and not the 
drums,” said Jackson. “It is continuosly drummed, 
even at three o'clock in the morning in driving 
rain, if that's what's going on.” 

Apart from the students, TJC also relies 
on its alumni to participate in the 67-year-old 
tradition. 

“This year we've got alumni who are going 
to come in at some of the odd hours and help 
keep the drumbeat going,” said Fraser.

Jackson, who believes it is all a cycle, said, 
“We get the students here, we give them that 
college experience and then later on their fond 
memories of going to Tyler Junior College bring 
them back up on campus. Then, they see opportu¬ 
nities to help the next generation of students.” 

It is also a great tie-in for the college s 
101,000 alumni. Graduates have gone off to other 
colleges, but they tend to remember the specific 
traditions that they experienced and participated 
in at TJC. 

“There is a lot of pride at TJC that a lot 
of other colleges might not have,” said Griffin. “A 
very big part of TJC’s DNA is tradition.”

Clowns, chainsaws, and 
scares are everywhere this year 
at Terror Nights. For eight years, 
Terror Nights has been frighten¬ 
ing Tyler locals and is now one of 
the city’s largest haunted houses. 
Behind the doors of the old metal 
warehouses lurk everything from 
schizophrenic chainsaw murder¬ 
ers, werewolves, and many more 
nameless horrors.

“About half of our actors are 
returning from previous years,” 
said Laepple. “But most are vol¬ 
unteers.” 

“I kind of figured it would 
be just go here, stay here,” said 
Kasen, a first-year actor at the 
houses. “But no, you can team up 
with some of the other actors. The 
better the team — the better the 
scare.” 

“I absolutely love it,” said 
Clint, who’s been an actor for five 
years. “I get to express my artwork. 
There are three dead bodies that I 
made myself. I get to see my work 
immediately, unlike having to wait 
forty-five minutes like at a restau¬ 
rant. I’m not even getting paid for 
this. We’re one big weird unique 
family who gets to be weird and 
unique together.” 

Everything at Terror Nights 
is made in-house. From the scen¬ 


ery to the masks, they have hand 
crafted everything themselves. 

On popular weekends, the at¬ 
traction can have as many as 1,800 
people walk through the houses in 
one night. Roughly 9,000-10,000 
people come to Terror Nights 
each season.

Oct. 11,18, 25 and Nov. 1 
will be Blackout Days. Blackout 
Days are the same two haunt¬ 
ed attractions, but all lights are 
turned off in the building.
